First Call Information: 


On Saturday, December 6, 2014, about 2000 hours, Alameda County Deputy Sheriff R. GARRIGAN 
called and reported the death of Eric Steven BUENO. Deputy GARRIGAN reported the following: 
BUENO was a 46-year-old male who died in his cell (Housing Unit 7, cell B-l) at Santa Rita Jail in 
Dublin. About 1858 hours, Deputy G. RESENDES, who was assigned to Housing Unit 7, found BUENO 
suspended off the ground, hanging from his neck and ankles, by a long strip of bed sheet that was tied 
around the top bunk of his cell. Deputy RESENDES cut BUENO down and requested medical 
assistance. Corizon Nurses responded to the scene and initiated CPR. ALCO Fire arrived shortly after 
and determined death at 1928 hours due to no detectable heart rhythm. BUENO did not have a cell mate 
and was alone in his cell. BUENO was last seen alive earlier in the day about 1545 hours when Housing 
Unit 7 served dinner. (RRP1868) 

Medical Summary: 

According to Corizon Health Care, BUENO had no known medical histo^an^i^CounUUaiDMenta^^ 
Health (CJMH) history. The only medication BUENO was taking wasmHHHIHIHHHHi 
(RRP1868) 

Description of the Death/ Injury Scene: 

BUENO died in his cell (Housing Unit 7, cell B-l), at the Santa Rita Jail in Dublin. (RRP1868) 

Body Identification: 

BUENO was originally identified by the Alameda County issued identification wrist band that he wore. I 
(PLASENCIA) also located photographs of him and identification information from CRIMS and Cal 
Photo which was used to identify BUENO by his likeness to the photographs. (RRP1868)

Deputy WILLIAMS and I moved BUENO onto a gumey and into the Coroner’s van for transportation 
back to the Coroner’s Bureau without incident. 



On December 7,2014, about 0010 hours, we returned to the Coroner’s Bureau and processed BUENO’s 
body into the morgue and took intake photographs. (RRP1868) 


On December 10,2010, Coroner’s Pathologist Dr. Judy MELINEK conducted a foil autopsy on Eric 
BUENO. The cause of death was listed as “Hanging”. (RRP 1868) 


On December 22,2014, Central Valley Toxicology (CVT) conducted a complete drug screen on a 
peripheral blood sample from Eric BUENO. The complete drug screen yielded the following results. 
Methamphetamine was detected. No other common acidic, neutral or basic drugs were detected and no 
Ethyl Alcohol was detected. (RRP1868) 

On December 13,2014, Jesse MARQUEZ from Deer Creek Mortuaryj^ublin arrived at the Coroner’s 
Bureau to take custody of Eric BUENO for final disposition. ^^^^^^^^|authorized the release.

Findings: 

On Friday, April 10, 2015,1 (PLASENCIA) reviewed this case to determine a manner of death. A full 
autopsy was performed by Coroner’s Pathologist Dr. Judy MELINEK on Eric Steven BUENO to 
determine a cause of death. Dr. MELINEK listed the cause of death as “Hanging”. Based on the listed 
cause of death, my death scene investigation, and evidence recovered from the scene, I determine the 
manner of death for this case to be a suicide.
